Friday, November 17x1-1 



Yesterday afternoon tit tho big hilt 
of the Union a mass meeting 61 the 
student liody was hold, to decide 
whether tho President of the Athletic 
Association should be on the Stu- 
dents' Council or njt. President Rum- 
say presided. About 70 members 
were present, n number which sub- 
sequently increased to over 100. 

Mr. Randolph moved that the Presi- 
dent of tho Athletic Associntii n be 
given n seat on the Students' Coun- 
cil, After some hesitation cn the part 
of the meeting, a long discussion 
arose. 

Mr. Harrison, while favoring the. 
proposed change, was strongly op- 
posed to any increase in H13 member- 
ship of the Council, and believed that i 
tho President of the Athletic Associa- 
tion should replace the President of , 
tho Union on that body, 

Mr. Dowic supported the proposed 
change, 011 tho ground that a closer 
connection between the Students' 
Council end the Athletic Association 
was absolutely necessary. 

Mr. Sutherland disagreed. He oid 
not like to see so great a preponder- 
ance of athletic representatives on 
the Council. 

Mr. Thompson, ex-President of the 
Union, proposed a totally new Idea, 
designed to obviate both the difficul- 
ty of increasing the number of the 
Council and of an excessive prepon- 
derance of athletic representatives 
upon it, viz. : That instead of tho 
Presidmts of the Hockey, Track and 
Football Clubs, three représentatives 
should be elected by the whole Stu- 
dent body -to the corncil to look af- 
ter athletic interests, one of those 3 
to bo President of the Athletic Asso- 
ciation. 



Mr. De Hart proposed, in amend- 
ment to Mr, Thompson's idea, that 
there should be two athletic repre- 
sentatives instead uf 3, and in ad- 
dition, the editor of the Daily, un 
tho Council, 

After some mnnoeuvering and pala- 
vering, Mr. Thompson's and Mr. De 
Hart's ideas wore amalgamated and 
put in tho form of a notice of mo- 
tion for next meeting by Mr. Cohen. 

Mr. Armstrong thou took the floor 
and said that if there was to be any 
cutting down of the Council, the 
President of the Law Undergraduates' 
Society should be the one to fall un- 
der tho axe, since he represented only 
a paltry «0 law students. 

At such a motion, Mr. I'abcc.ck 
boilid over with indignation, and 
poured out the vials of his wrath 
upon the head of Mr, Armstrong. Mr. 
Dan Gilltnor joined In refuting the 
base and slanderous attack upon the 
b'acu'ty of Law, whereupon tfce spirit 
moved Mr. Armstrong to remark thnt 
his idea was not serious, but h.d boon 
put forward simply to provoke dis- 
cussion ! 

Mr. Cassels and Mr. Edwards offer- 
ed a fow remarks in favor of the 
motion before the House. 

Mr. Gillmor again entering the fray, 
utterly repudiated any scheme having 
as one of its consequences the remov- 
al from the Council of the President 
of the Football Club, the most im- 
portant of tho Athletic Clubs. 

Mr. Hemming and Mr. Randolph 
delivered themselves of short speeches 
after which, many members having 
been called up from downstairs, tho 
vote wos taken, resulting in a largo 
majority for the motion. 
The mooting then adjourned.

yesterday the Delta Sigma Society 
of the Royal Victoria College held 
its annual lecture and reception. The 
lecturer for the occasion was Profes- 
sor MacNatigbton who wan intro- 
duced by the President, Miss Vera 
Drown. 

Prof. McNnttghton chose as the sub- 
ject of his address the life and work 
of Luciun, the Latin poet. 

The speaker's thorough acquain- 
tance with the life in the later Rome, 
his characteristic enthusiasm, and 
subtle sense of exquisite humour 
combined to make the address a rare 
treat in every sense of the term. Ho 
begun by contrasting Voltaire and 
Lucinn as two characters peculiarly 
analagoiiB. In both his strength and 
his weakness Lucinn suggests com- 
parison with Voltaire. They stand 
out as the two monumental apostles 
of destructive criticism— bitter un- 
relenting satire of everything that 
savoured of humbug, or n< nsenso yet 
with no corresponding sense of con- 
structive or positive appreciation. 
Neither could understand the prin- 
ciple that "because we are vlrtuoUH 
there should be no ale and cake." 

Lticlan was born 125 A. D. and 
his youth and formativo period were 
spent during the reigns of Antoninus 
Pius and Marcus Aurelius. ThiB was 
tho high) water mark of civilization 



1 under the Empire. This was the time 
when the mildness and beneficence of 
tho Government, the exist, nee of 
plenty an I prosperity, and the pre- 
vail nee o; culture and refinement 
combined to form a s near an approxi- 
mation to the millenium as history 
has thus far witnessed. 

It is the period described by Gib- 
bon as "the happiest moment in the 
history of mankind." With n tho 
charmed circle of the mighty Empire 
all was peace and security. Tho bar- 
barian had hardly made himself 
heard beating against tho outer 
bulwarks. This was also an age of 
gold for literary men ond professors. 
Regular schools were established in 
all the great centres and tho in- 
structors received huge salaries and 
great popularity for their efforts. 
Eloquence was a quality regarded as 
sacred and given every possible re- 
cognition. The "sophists" were 
everywhere speaking on everything 
and dazzling their audiences with the 
splendor of their diction and perfec- 
tion of their delivery. A certain 
Stoic humanitarian ism was quite the 
fnshlon. Tho rugged aristocrat of an 
early period gave way to a mild, 
gcntlo, luxurious, literary, and skep- 
tical court favorite. There wns a

With all due respect to the dining 
room, it has many features which . 
mBke it impossible to a man with a' 
weak stomach— the Grill Room has 
been his salvation. Here, although 
the prices are far from "cheap," he 
may enjoy a quiet meal, free from 
the "eat to live" atmosphere of the 
room across the hall. 

The Grill Hoom will lie closed to- 
day, presumably because the caterer 
is not making the money from it 
which he thinks its upkeep justifies. 

I maintain sir, that the Grill Room 
is one of the privileges for which the 
members of the Union paid when thy 
deposited their fee with the secretary 
at the beginning of the term, and to 
close it now is not keeping faith with 
the members, to nay the least. 

To say that Grill orders will be 
served in the dining room in no way 
palliates the injustice. Those orders 
will he turned dut at the same kit- 
chen in which tli- ho b is stew d ; ml 
the potatoes boiled, nnd will taste 
accordingly. It will le Impossible for 
the member to enjoy his cigarette 
with bis coffee or leisurely conversa- 
tion with his special friends, | mil- 
ages which up to date have made the 
Irill Room such an asset, but he 
must swallow his dinner to the tunc 
of banging doors, clattering of àishes, 
shouting of orders— he must endure 
the smell of Indiscriminable cooking 
and the inconvenience ; nd disturb- 
ance of waitresses ruth n; past, all 
to tho detriment of 1rs digestion. 

This may appear to be extremely 
fastidious," but I will wager, sir, 
that every member of the Union at 
some timo or other, has felt in ex- 
actly that captious humour, and has 
looked upon tho privileges of the Grill 
Room as distinctly worth while. 

Lthink, sir, I am safe in raying 
that there is not one member 
Union, whether he takes his 
a 'general rule in the dining 
or not, bat will be seriously 
* atted by Mr. Walsh's proposed 
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For the past year we have hearti 
no squeal from him when profits piled 
I in on him in abundance, in fact he 
used to beam eternally. But now, be- 
cause he doesn't turn in a fortune 
every ilay, he takes it upon himself 
; to close down one section and run 
things on a cheaper scale. 

As for the dining room, words can 
scarcely describe the quality of the 
focid. 1 had occasion recently to or- 
der some hashed brown potatoes. 
What do 1 got V A soggy, hundred- 
weight pf StiUll potatoes. A few- 
days previous to that I asked for a 
species of oyster patties. I got the 
oysters all right, but in u condition 
which would scarcely warrant the 
eating. Again, take the milk. It is 
absolutely unfit to drink. Not a sin- 
gle time that I have ordered it has 
there failed to be a splendid deposit 
of foreign matter at the bottom 
thereof. The coffee can't escape criti- 
cism, In fact to criticize it as enffee 
is to do it an honour; It can't be 
tailed coflco, or if it is such it must 
be of a very poor quality. 

With the closing of the Grill Room 
what is the result? The dining room 
will be open till ten o'clock in tho 
morning, then again at n on, but 
during the whole afternoon it will 
be closed, it. simply means that to 
have something nt lour or live o'elock 
is an impossibility, an<» why ? De- 
cause our honoured caterer takes it 
into his mind to cut it out because 
he isn't turning the money over as 
fast, ns ho was last year. Dut still, 
we must suffer. 

Mr. Walsh has certainly stuck us 
to our contract. It was said at the 
time the price of meals should be 
about 18 cents, but should vury up 
to 22$ cents. What happened ? The 
price without a moment's hesitation, 
went up. In all fairness therefore I 
say our comfort and privileges should 
pt be sacrificed to one whose con- 
tion for us was never overlarge.

The next few days will be of vital importance to Old Mc- 
Gill. Un the results of the campaign now being launched will 
depend in great measure the future of the University. We 
are at the "parting of the ways" in every sense of the term, 
The opportunities for expansion nnd development have been 
afforded by the generosity of Sir William Macdonald but as 
yet we have not the means or facilities whereby these oppor- 
tunities can be rendered available. Unless such facilities arc 
forthcoming within the near future McGill will be seriously 
handicapped. It is the serious nature of this impending cri- 
sis which has caused the arrangements for the financial ap- 
peal to be planned and completed with the utmost care. In 
fact it is fully two years sin:e the id. a was first suggested. 
Since then very little has been said, but we imag.'ne that the 
Governors have been busy on the quiet. 

»•••♦« 

There arc few businsss or process on il men who h-ivc any 
adequate conception of the annual expenditure of McGill. 
One of the features of the campa Un will be to give the pub- 
lic a definite idea of the veritably appalling sums wh'nh arc 
required to keep in operation the numerous departments nn-:l 
the manifold educational activities of th's University. A 
most curEory examination of the present condition of affairs 
will reveal the fact that further i rogrefs is out of the cues- 
tion unless Montreal awa'ceni to so.nc faint realisation of 
our iih-:1s and the value of our assurée, future. We have lit- 
tle doubt but that the thorough o-gani ation and the gen- 
eral spirit of optimism which j r- ails in tjie University will 
receive a goodly measure of suec ss. It is absurd to imagine 
that an intelligent commercial community enjoying "every 
prosperity nnd every modem advantage will for a s'nglc 
moment deny the call of nn Instltutltn such ns McGill. 
• « • • • 

The responsibility for the success or failure of the cam- 
paign is not entirely dependent on the Faculty • nd Gover- 
nors. The students both directly nn! indirectly can be of 
the gr n'est, assistance n Ih' matter. This is surely evident 
enoi" h whin one considers th>t the imprrsM n of McGill 
which is hold by the vast majority of citizens is gained 
primarily from the conduct, character and achievements of 
students. If we had proved to bo n lot of "rowdies" paying 
no attention to the commonest elements of decency or good 
taste, how could wc expect the people of Montreal to take 
any interest in our welfare? But such is fortunately far 
from the actual state of affairs, i nd despite what prejudiced 
and misintormer, rrities may s°.y (he undergraduates of Mc- 
Gill are a s lawfj Id'-ng as any fair-minded rïMvn <o:'ri de- 
sire. It is true there have been t mes v.b n iVfcGiil st ilea's 
were guilty of outbursts of wanton destruction, but these 
days arc a closed chapter in our history. Lite every grent. 
and complicated organism tint undergoes a pro:cs& of grad- 
ual evolution, we have o it,' rown the earlier nnd cruder 
stages of our existence. Tho present session is remarkably 
clear from any untoward action on the part cf students. We 
have had no "clash with the police" or "wild escapades" 
over which the vernacular press could gloat and exorcisa its 
peculiar genius of exaggerated prevarication. Even with the 
combined aid of all their roportorlal Imagination our con- 
temporaries have been at. a lo:-s to con' et. eny serious 
charge against McGill students. The truth Is that wc as 
students are no longor hi tho embryonic stage. Wc have 
caught the ideal of greater maturity and greater dignity 
which has of late been a growing attribute of Old McGill in 
nil departments. 

While wc can feel justly proud of this session's record to 
date, we must be all the more careful to preserve it intact 
for the romaindcr of tho session and particularly for the 
next fortnight. LET EVERY STUDENT FEEL THAT HE 
HIMSELF HAS A VERY IMPORTANT PART TO PLAY 
IN THIS CAMPAIGN. DEMONSTRATE CONCLUSIVELY 
TO THE CITIZENS OF MONTREAL THAT WE ARE THE 
MOST LAW-ABIDING SECTION OF THE COMMUNITY.

A deputation representing -IcGill 
University and consisting among 
others of Sir Edward Clouston, Dr. 
Roddick, Messrs. Chas. M. Hays, 
Robert Rcford and Professor Burkes, 
waited on Sir Lomer (Jouin yester- 
day morning. '1 hey sought . n annual 
provincial slit sidy for McGill of : 00,- 
«00. The peculiar financial ilii" f i t.Ucs 
of McGill were point' d out, us 'om- 
pared with the other stnte-stujiorted 
insliuitii ns of the Conlin ni. .Mc iill 
they said Was placed in an unfavor- 
able position for competition with 
these colleges, and by reason of their 
better financial position they were 
able to draw away our i.c^t profes- 
sors. 

Mr. Robert Rcford laid emphasis 
on the munificence of Sii William 
Macdonald, who had presi :.t d Muc- 
donald College at St. Amies at n 
cost of $5,000,000. This was at pres- 
ent being run a) a great financial 
loss. In the face of this $100,000 
from the province seemed btit a paltry 
sum. 

Sir Lomer with the suavity charac- 
teristic of politicians, replied that 
while the finances of the Province 
were in a flourishing condition and 
while he was heartily in sympathy 
with McGill, any accession to tin se 
demands would be the signal for 
similar petitions being presented by 
every educational institution in the 
Province. The requirements of prim- 
ary education were such as would 
not warrant this Increased grant and 
Laval had as much claim to recogni- 
tion as McGill. 

It seems anomalous that the Pro- 



vince of Ontario should be able to so 
handsomely support the Universities 
at Toronto and Kingston, an<l that 
the States of the American Union 
should so munificently support high 
er education, while the Province "[

The most problematic issue which 
at present confronts the educational- 
ists of British Columbia is the estab- 
lishment of university facilities. As 
McGill is deeply interested, in the 
solution of this problem it might not 
be amiss to discuss some of the more 
essential features. 

Although the B. C. Institution will 
initiate its career with every ad- 
vantage and asset, that such an in- 
stitution could demand; the finest 
of situation, the worthiest artd most 
competent faculty obtainable, the 
most expensive and comfortable 
buildings; the most efficient faculties 
that money ca n buy; yet with all 
this, it is to Old McGilPs fledgling, 
which by careful nurture and fond 
overseeing care she has developed 
into the semblance of a full grown 
college, that she will look for her 
students. The impetus which McGill 
university college in Vancouver has 
gathered through half a decade, will 
be transferred to the more preten- 
tious institution, in the shape of a 
competent staff of lecturers, and in 
some cases, of inspiring professors; 
in the shape of an enthusiastic stu- 
dent body, of perhaps 500, who will 
drop into their respective years and 
classes, with all the assurance of 
knowJJ^. which the littl<> college 
^k ,r to instill Into them— 
li Columbia's university 



will be in n position to proceed 
htr upward way, unhampered 
unbound by those years of strugi 
babyhood, through which every 
institution has to battle, in bull 
up an initial student body. 

All this, of course, is nothing but 
mere assumption. It may be, that 
McGill in the West will retain her 
educational entity, and advance side 
by side with the B. C. Institution, to 
act as an ever present rival, and 
impetus to the Provincial University 
and thus serve to raise Western 
Canadian educational standard to the 
highest level. If the latter course i 
adopted, we may yet look to see Mc 
Gill in the West, a possible rival t 
the mother Institution; graduating 
perhaps into the ranks of sisterhood, 
granting her own degrees, and taking 
her part in dictating the policy of a 
greater McGill, which it is our hope 
will dominate educational Canada, 
before the century runs out. 

This sentiment in its extr a vagan 
is distinctly Western. But out there 
where life looms large, they think 
and predict, with a distinctly larger 
vision. The advance of Old McGill i 
the last decade has been phenomena 
It is not in mere numbers, that
